Production 
in the correspond i ng week of 1983 
was 16,601,000 short tons. 
Bituminous coa! and lignite produc- 
tion from January 1 through October 
13, 1984 totaled 723, 743, 000 short 
tons, 18.8 percent above production 
in the same period of 1983. 


Production of Pennsylvania 
anthracite in the week ended 
October 13, 1984, as estimated by 
the Energy Information 
Administration, was 86,000 short 
tons, 9, 000 short tons or 9.5 per- 
cent less than production in the 
previous week. Production in the 
correspond i ng week of 1983 was 
96,000 short tons. Anthracite 
production from January 1 through 
October 13, 1984 totaled 3,131,000 
short tons, 0.9 percent above 
production in the same period in 
1983.
